An old and yehowed letter w ritten 
more than IOO years ago, and dis­ 
covered today among the records in 
the office of the clerk of the courts 
here is interesting in its revelations 
of the prices in force then and now. 
W heat was 50 cents a bushel, in 
contrast to the currently quoted 
price of $2.03, and corn was 25 cents 
a bushel. It is now $1.59. Oats were 
only 12 Ms cents a bushel and pota­ 
toes 25 cents a bushel. 
If th a t contrast is not enough 
to make one weep for the “good 
old days," then read this: butter, 
(now 54 to 58 cents a pound, and 
scarcer than hen’s teeth) .sold for 
six and a quarter cents a pound, 
and, judging from this old letter, 
went a-begging, because the writer 
says her family was having a hard 
tim e "m aking out.” 
To top it all off. eggs, which a 
few weeks ago sold for as high as 
60 centas a dozen, and were quoted 
recently at from 39 to 44 cents, 
brought only four cents a dozen! 


The letter was written and dated 
June 7, 1844, by Elizabeth and 
W illiam Heagy, who migrated from 
Adams county to Centerville, la. 
It was addressed to "Hugh Den- 
widdle, 
Gettysburg, 
Pa.” Records 
of the court show th at an F. C. 
Denwiddie was clerk of the courts 
later, from 1849 to 1852, but there 
is no record there of Hugh Den­ 
widdie. 
The letter asks that money owing 
the 
Heagys be collected by Mr. 
Denwiddie, because of the “hard 
tim es" in Iowa, or some bonds 
apparently in his possession be sold 
and the proceeds forwarded to Cen­ 
terville. 
Stam ps were not used on letters 
in th at day, at 
least 
this letter 
bears none—only the notation "25” 
in 
the 
place where stam ps are 
affixed now, indicating th at it cost 
25 cents to send the letter, probably 
by stage coach or express rider. 
The letter is a single sheet of paper, 
folded and sealed with sealing wax.

One swallow doesn t make a sum­ 
mer, and certainly this armistice 
doesn't ensure success, for it may 
prove to be a fleeting thing.

some and constructive and I will 
warmly recommend its approval to 
the mine workers." Lewis said, ex 
plaining that the contract would 
have to be subm itted to the mem­ 
bership for a referendum vote. 
But since the pact gives the m in­ 
ers virtually all of their demands 
overwhelming 
approval 
was 
pre­ 
dicted. 
R alph Taggart, president of the 
Philadelphia-Readlng Coal and Iron 
company, said the cost of the con­ 
cessions would have to be passed 
on to the public. 
Other Gains 
“The industry,” he said, “can’t 
absorb any of it. The new contract 
will increase cost and prices m ate­ 
rially. but it is the only one that 
could be made under prevailing con­ 
ditions.*' 
Taggart also disclosed that the 
operators had been in touch with 
federal authorities in W ashington 
and 
had 
"reasonable 
assurance” 
th at prompt consideration would be 
given an application for an increase 
in the retail price of anthracite. 
Based on a seven-hour day. all 
categories of workers in the an ­ 
thracite fields will receive a basic 
increase of $1.29 Mf a day. The pres­ 
en t five-day week was continued. A 
sixth working day of seven hours, 
wnich would be paid at the rate of 
time and a half, was made optional 
to both the miners and the oper­ 
ators. 
Travel time was increased for in­ 
side m iners from $1132 daily to 
$1,339 per shift. Also included in 
the contract Is a provision for vaca­ 
tion pay of $100 instead of the pres­ 
ent $75 for IO days* time off This 
point also was included in the bi­ 
tuminous agreem ent. 
The new contract provides for 
eight holidays a year in addition to 
vacation time instead of the pres­ 
ent six. The operators also agreed 
to accept the Pennsylvania work­ 
m en’s compensation and accident 
disability 
laws.

8ELF-DTSMJ88AL 
In all the days of our lives we 
are greatly conscious of ourselves. 
In 
crowds, 
among 
our 
friends, 
among stranger*, as well, and of 
course when alone in our most fa­ 
miliar haunts. 
But, somehow, in the forest or 
deep recesses of Nature there comes 
over us—especially those of us who 
love Nature—a sense of self-dismis­ 
sal We are then merely the audi­ 
ence, spectators, or visiting guests. 
Surrounding our very bodies, our 
thoughts, and our speculations are 
the voices, personalities, and varied 
wonders of Nature—our entertainers 
upon the vast stage of Nature. 
In our dally lives there seems to 
be little dismissal of self. Meet any­ 
one. and the most natural thing is 
to talk about one’s self. This Is not 
wholly bad. We learn from every 
revelation of another. And not al­ 
way through talk alone, but by mere 
presence, or unconscious action. We 
are always on display. 
In the world of Nature, however, 
detached from the din and turmoil 
of our workaday world, we come into 
a new experience—one of peace and 
reflection, and self-dismissa1 as an 
entity or personality. Nature con­ 
sumes us, so that be become not 
only akin to her, but are melted and 
flow in lier stream. 
John Burroughs once stated that 
it was "so easy to get lost in the 
world.’ But how delightful to get 
lost in the thoughts, actions, beau­ 
ties, wonders, and revelations of Na­ 
turel We are of the same substance 
of her. Her trees breathe. Her flow­ 
ers smile. A flow of courage is to 
be noted in her very roots, branches, 
and blooms.

Tires In Retrospect 
I've Just been looking over the 
tire mileage budget charts which I 
studiously kept during the war and 
I am surprised to find how grossly 
I underestimated the longevity of 
the rubber. I figured that because 
the tires were not new I could ex­ 
pect to use them for two more years. 
For the first year the budget aver­ 
aged around 500 miles a month, but 
for the second year I scaled this 
down to as low as 250. Actually be­ 
cause of gas rationing mileage went 
way below this. One month hit a low 
of 72 miles. The result is that I have 
had but one recap, and two of the 
tires which were snow tire tread 
originally seem like new, It was the 
factor of gas rationing w h i c h 
changed the whole picture. Just re­ 
member the "unknown quantity” 
when trying to guess the future. 
More on Distributors 
From J. W. comes a bit of timely 
advice regarding revamping worn 


distributors. Through his own inter­ 
esting experience he finds that just 
installing a new liner In the dis­ 
tributor housing may not be enough 
to Insure a return to normal igni­ 
tion. All new parts in the distributor 
base should be installed, and it is 
important to see that the plate 
moves 
freely. 
Another thing he 
points out is that in older cars the 
vacuum control is bad because of 
worn rings and poor seating valves. 
There may not be enough suction to 
actuate the vacuum control prop­ 
erly. J. W. restored engine pep by 
cutting off one quarter inch of 
spring. 
Just for Your Safety 
A few experiences on a recent trip 
have warned me to be wary of cars 
that make sudden stops because of I 
trouble. 
Under s u c h 
conditions! 
drivers forget to signal their inten- ( 
tions. One chap ahead of me had I 
trouble with the shift control and i 
Jammed the gears. Another ran out 


of gas and slowed down very rapid­ 
ly when climbing a steep hill at high 
speed. It’s just another tiling to 
make us be on our guard contin­ 
ually. 
The Trip Comes Later 
A friend tells me a true story of 
a long train of trouble with a new 
car which should not h av e been 
forced to travel to Florida the week 
after it was delivered. Shortly after 
starting out the motor began over­ 
heating. This kept up for the en­ 
tire trip, resulting not only In burn-

ing out all I hr exhaust valves but 
In hastening the demise of the fuel 
pump which Is always under greater 
strain In the South anyway. Trouble J 
dogged the owner’s rear bumper a ll1 
the way down and back, and It was I 
not until the damage hnd been done I 
that he discovered that ignition tim- j 
ing was late. 
I’ve said it before and ITI keep 
on saying It so long as new cars are 
produced: don’t take a brand new ■ 
car on a trip. Keep It close to home

Didn't Finish the Job 
What happened to the timing of 
the new car that should not have 
gone to Florida could happen to any 
car. It was Just an oversight on the 
part of the mechanic. He had simply 
failed to lock the distributor in 
position after advancing the Igni­ 
tion timing. As a result the engine 
had spells of going out of timing. 
But action of the vacuum control 
served to move the distributor just 
enough to bring It into position for 
normal running of the engine. In 
fact, at times the distributor was so 
right the engine ran like a charm! 
Tills year with no choice in colors 
many a car shopper figures he can 
buy In haste and repaint at leisure. 
In Better Balance 
It’s just a simple trick but some­ 
times it seems to work wonders in 
making the engine and the whole 
car run more smoothly. Just de­ 
clutch a moment and Uien clutch 
again when running along. The ef­ 
fect of thLs is to re-couple the en­ 
gine and drive line at different rela­ 
tive positions. It may be Just enough 
to eliminate slight unbalance which 
Is magnified at higher speeds. Some­ 
times the reason the car runs so 
smoothly is simply because every­ 
thing Is nicely balanced at the mo­ 
ment. 
It'n What You Think 
Some people, unfortunately, arc 
always suspicious of those 
with 
whom they do business, so it Is not 
unusual that one follow in par­ 
ticular thought lie had been taken 
for a ride when he found a small 
bit of paper inside the distributor. 
He had once heard that if a me- 
charlie wanted to prolong the agony 
of trying to find out why a car 
wouldn't start he had merely to slip 
a piece of paper between the break­ 
er points.

Washington, June 8 (£*> — Diplo­ 
mats talked hopefully today of im­ 
proving chances for Big Four agree­ 
ment on plans for long-range con­ 
trol of Germany. 
Their guarded optimism is based 
on late reports from London, Paris 
and Moscow bearing on the ap­ 
proaching June 15 session of the 
foreign ministers’ conference in the 
French capital. 
These officials say British Foreign 
Minister Bevin has decided to press 
for eventual creation of a German 
federation which would include the 
once highly industrialized Ruhr. 
An agreement on this point would 
put an end to Hie long controversy 
centering around France’s demand 
for separation of the Ruhr. 
Secretary of State Byrnes, who 
will leave for Paris a week from I 
today Is equally determined to try 
again for an agreement among the I 
great powers to keep Germany dis­ 
armed. 
Bevin has pledged his support 
to this, and indications are that 
Byrnes will fully back the federa­ 
tion plan. It is, in fact, already 
being practiced in the American I 
occupttion zone.
